On November 21, 2002, Applicant filed a Request to Withdraw a Holding of 
Abandonment under MPEP 711.03 (c)(n) pursuan to 37 CFR §1.1 81(a). Although apparently no 
formal Notice of Abandonment has been mailed by the Patent Office in this application, the 
undersigned understands from telephone conversations with Examiner Kastak that an Office 
Action was issued by the Patent Office in this application on April 11, 2002. 


As explained in the November 21, 2002 petition, the Office Action was not received by 
the Applicant or by the undersigned, the attorney of record in this application. In view of this 
fact, and at the suggestion of Examiner Kastak, Applicant petitioned for a withdrawal of the 
holding of abandonment of this application based upon failure to receive the Office Action, the 
petition being submitted in accordance with MPEP 711.03 (c)(n). 
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On April 3, 2003, the Director's Office for Technology Center 2600 issued a decision 
denying Applicant's petition, stating that the petition did not include "a statement from the 
practitioner stating that the Office communication was not received by the practitioner at the 
address of record." The decision stated further that "A review of the file record finds that a 
Change of Address was filed by applicant on October 7, 2002; nearly six months after the 
mailing of the non-final Office action. However, the petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment fails to specifically state at which address the petitioner was receiving mail at the 
time of the April 11, 2002 mailing of the non-final Office action."

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In the event that a copy of the Office Action cannot be obtained from the Patent Office 
through the mechanism suggested by Examiner Kastak, then it is requested that the Patent Office 
provide guidance to the undersigned regarding how a copy of the Office Action can be obtained 
and the prosecution of this application before the Patent Office continued.
